SPR IN G FIELD UU — A bill to 
reduce auto license foes and estab­ 
lish a new higher license fee sched­ 
ule for lug truck- was beaten in 
the Illinois House Monday 
In the Senate, two bills to relax 
the 
weight 
restrictions 
against 
overloads and permit increase in 
overall length of trucks from 45 to 
50 feet were passed. 
The House vote on the license 
bill was 72 44 in favor of it but 
this was 5 votes less than the 77 
needed for passage. 
The House previously had turned 
down a similar bill 
The bi 11 w hich tailed Monday 
would have charged a SIO license 
fee for cars under 4,(MTO pounds and 
$15 for cars over 4.WO pounds, nut 
license fees on cars which now car­ 
ry $6.50 licenses would be contin­ 
ued at that rate until these cars 
are junked. 
The proposed truck license scale 
would have retained the present 
flat fee rates but would have added 
mileage taxes after the trucks went 
a certain number of miles 
The 
fees were chiefly steep for the 
larger, high-mileage truck* 
The bill liberalizing th** truck 
weight restrictions passed by the 
Senate would permit trucks to have 
a tolerance of 1,000 pounds instead 
of 350 over the 18,000 maximum 
per axle. 
It also would repeal the provision 
for suspension of the operating per­ 
mit of truckers who commit IO or 
more overweight violations a year.

Provisions of New Measure 


The new mea.-ure provides that: 
1 Every man who has gone into 
military service since July 27. 1953. 
must spend a combined total of at 
least five years on active duty and 
in the ready reserves. 


2 A total of 250,Ooh pre-draft age 
youth- a year may enli-t directly 
in the reserve- and be draft-ex­ 
empt if they stay in the ready re­ 
serve until age 28 
3 But they may enlist only un­ 
der regulations as prescribed by 
the secretary of defense 
These 
are intended to include six month- 
active duty training 
Youths who 
take six months training thereaft­ 
er would .-pend 7 1-2 years in the 
ready 
reserve to complete their 
military obligation. 
4 A ready reservist must attend 
48 drill- and a 17-day field training 
period each year, or a 30-day field 
training tour each year. Failure to 
do so would subject him to a 45- 
day recall to active duty under 
penalty of a court martial 


House Fails to 


Pass Speed Bill 


SPRIN G FIELD 
IP-The Illinois 
House today failed by three votes 
to pass an administration-backed 
bill for a highway speed limit. 
The House voted 74-52. with 77 
votes needed, on the Senate-passed 
bill to set top highway auto speed- 
at 65 miles an hour during the day 
and 55 miles per hour at night. 
The bill would have also raised 
the speeds 
for light trucks and 
buses and permitted the -tate high­ 
w ay division 
and local govern­ 
ments to post speeds on highw ay s 
under their jurisdiction. 
Majority Leader John W. Lewis 
Jr. i R-Mar-hall), said 
the only 
purpose of thi- bill is to save live- 
on the highway- 
Th** bill was a "prima facie" 
type hill that would permit motor­ 
ist- to exceed the top limits if they 
could prove conditions made the 
higher speed safe 
"Ninety per cent 
of you will 
break 
this law 
before you get 
home." Rep 
Paul Powell ( D-Y’i- 
enna) said 
"Let s defeat it and 
not make hypocrites out of the 152 
members of this House."

About three years ago in New 
York City the court' set asidi the 
conviction for murder of a man 
named 
Louis 
Hoffner, who 
had 
beeti tried and sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment 12 years earlier 
The wrongfully imprisoned man 
was freed, anti now a judge has 
awarded him $112.'KIO from the 
State of New York in compensa­ 
tion for tho injustice done him 
This is oniv one of 
number of 
such cases in U. S. judicial history, 
hut it contains an important point 
that boars noting 
The judge who awarded Hoffner 
the money said he vv is strongly in 
ilurnced to allow libera! eompen 
sation by the fact that Heffner’s 
prosecutors had withheld evidence 
which might have prevented the 
miscarriage of justice. 
At Hoffnor’s trial a man positive 
Iv identified him as the one who 
had earlier held up a bar and killed 
the bartender 
Obviously this test 
imony was crucial 


But what the prosecutors failed 
to disclose was that the man mak 
ing the identifications had been 
unable to do so when he first saw 
Hoffner in a police line up 
The 
witness went out of the room for 
IO minutes with detectives, and 
when he returned to the lineup 
he positively picked Hoffner 
Furthermore, another rn; n asked 
to identity the suspect in the line­ 
up ncvrr did so at all. 
All this information was set forth 
in police department stenographic 
notes in the prosecutor's posses 
sion, but not known to tht defend 
ant’s counsel, nor ever revealed 
in court. 
The prosecutors who concealed 
this evidence wen1 elearh not in 
terested in establishing the truth 
of Hoffner's innocence or guilt 
They were after a conviction They 
wanted to make a record 
And in 
behaving thus they went against 
both the letter and the spirit of 
American justice 


The first principle of (u r justice 
is to protect the innocent, not to 
punish the guilty 
The proser ut ors 
of Hoffner forgot it. to their ever­ 
lasting shame 
One celebrated la • yer who did 
not forget it was Homer C ummings 
a 
Now 
Englander 
who 
became 
Franklin Roosevelt * a t to rn ey gen 
efai 
Cummings once was prose 
outing a man for murder with an 
array of evidence which seemed 
far 
more 
conclusive 
than 
that 
against Hoffner 
But he bega n to 
have serious doubt" 
And he. the 
prosecutor, wound up proving the 
defendant innocent 
That is the true path of justice 
in this country 
We must hope 
that the court s award of $112,000 
to Louis Hoffner will serve as a 
forceful 
reminder 
to 
America’s 
prosecutors everywhere 
that 
no 
other course ought ever to be urn 
turod in the name of thi law

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FBI Booklet Outlines History and 
Deeds of This Anti-Crime Agency

WASHINGTON — tm — The post­ 
er

sheriff’s 
office 
said, 
“Wanted by the F B I.” 
The 
pic­ 
ture it displayed was disturbingly 
familiar to a Midwestern school­ 
boy who dropped into the office on 
an errand. 
As he gazed 
at the picture 
he 
realized that the fugitive, wanted 
for armed robbery, was a man who 
had worked on his father’s farm 
until 
recently. 
The 
youth called 
the nearest office oif the Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation 
On the 
basis of his tip the fugtive soon 
was tracked down, tried and sent 
to jail. 
This instance an d others like it 
have convinced the FBI that alert 
boys 
and girls 
can be valuable 
allies in law enforcement. 
That 
conviction, in turn, Was been trans­ 
lated 
into a new KLpage booklet, 
prepared by FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover, 
to 
acquaint 
American 
youngsters with thie history, func­ 
tions and some of the accomplish­ 
ments of the (I-moB. 
The agency's 
role in protecting 
the national welfare in both peace 
and war, 
against individual 
law­ 
breakers and highly-organized es­ 
pionage and .saboteur rings, is dc 
scribed in the report. 
Established in 19® as the Bu­ 
reau of Investigation of the 
De­ 
partm ent of Justice the organiza­ 
tion 
was 
politics-riddefi for 
the 
first 16 years of its existence. 
In 
1924 its name was changed to Fed­ 
eral Bureau ai Investigation, and 
Hoover, then 29. was appointed its 
director by Attorney General Har­ 
lan J. Stone. Hoover specified that 
the organization was to he a career 
service, composed of agents chos­ 
en solely for their ability and good 
character 
The FB I’s rapid rise in prestige 
and efficiency thereafter was stim­ 
ulated bv its .struggle against the 
big organized gangs of the 1930’s, 
the booklet points olut. 
Notorious 
criminals had to be tracked down 
and captured in a relentless drive 
against crime. 
The infamous John Dillinger fell 
in a Chicago gutter on July 22. 
1924, the loser in a gun battle with 
FB/ special agents. “ Pretty Boy’’ 
Floyd and “ Baby P ace” Nelson, 
the Latter a killer of live FBI-men, 
were also cornered and slain in 
the sam e year.

In the same gang-war era. FBI 
agents got the nickname “ G-men.” 
George 
“ Machine 
Gun” 
Kelly, 
wanted for kidnaping, 
had 
been 
traced

As a g e n t s 
surrounded the 
house and ordered Kelly to come 
out, the frightened gangster said. 
“ Don’t 
shoot. 
G-men; 
don’t 
shoot” ’ The name, an abbreviation 
tor government m<m, has since be 
come an unofficial title for the FBI 
agents. 
During the 1940’s public enemies 
of 
foreign 
origin occupied 
the 
FBI’s attention, 
tho booklet says 
Just before the outbreak of World 
War II. German espionage activity 


increased sharply in 
the United 
States. 
The largest spy ring was 
headed by Frederick Joubert Du­ 
quesne, a professional spy of 
40 
years’ experience. 
) 
One of the ring members was 
Harry Sawyer, 
an American citi- 
. zen 
trained 
in 
Hamburg s 
spy 
j school. 
He was paym aster for the 
spy 
network and 
had set up 
a 
shortwave radio station for com­ 
munication 
with central German 
intelligence. 
Contacts were made 
without 
difficulty 
and the radio 
station was beaming messages to 
Hamburg 
One 
fact concerning 
this a r­ 
rangement made the com munica­ 
tions of doubtful value to the Ger­ 
mans, however. 
The station was 
being operated by FBI undercover 
agents 
and 
all 
messages were 
cleared with U S. Army and Navy 
Intelligence, Sawyer had informed 
the FBI of his mission immediate­ 
ly on his return from Germany. 
The ringleader. 
Duquesne, was 
completely 
fooled 
by 
Sawyer s 
“double agent” deception, says the 
report. Duquesne boasted to Saw­ 
yer of his ability to dupe the fed 
era! 
men and proudly displayed 
.secret plans for the MT rifle, tor 
pedo boats and airplanes. 
When 
the network s outline's were clear­ 
ly revealed, the FBI struck, a r­ 
resting the 33 ring members late 
in June, 1941. 
More recently, the I BI has bat­ 
tled Communist subversion. 
Fed 
eral undercover agents have joined 
the party, watched the Com mu 
nists’ moves and arrested scores of 
top party officials. 
The Rosenberg atomic spy case 
was an example of the FBI's ef­ 
fectiveness in this fight, tho book 
let says 
Julius and Ethel Rosen 
berg, executed at Sing Sing Prison 
for espionage in June, 1953, were 
part of a large Soviet spy ring at 
tempting to steal U. S atomic and 
other defense secrets. 
The 
booklet 
concludes with 
a 
story about the significance «>f the 
FBI motto—“ Fidelity, bravery, in 
tegrity” —and the spirit in which 
the federal agents do their work 
In Baltimore a G-man was shot 
while attempting to arrest a noto­ 
rious criminal 
Although several} 
wounded, he emptied hi* gun into 
his assailant. The agent regained 
consciousness on the operating ta ­ 
ble of a hospital and asked about 
the criminal who had shot him He 
w a" told that the fugitive had been 
killed on the spot The agent m ur­ 
mured, “ May God have mercy on 
his soul” as he breathed his own 
last breath

Asks Major 
Tax Reduction 


Report to President 
Says Federal Gov't 
Has Too Much Power 


WASHINGTON OTP 
A federal 
commission said today the high 
cost of government makes it impos­ 
sible to eliminate overlapping fed 
crab state, and local taxes. 
The 
commission studied the problem 
for almost two years. 
The best chance to reduce over­ 
lapping, the commission said, would 
be in a “ major reduction" of the 
total tax load carried by American 
citizens. 
The commission did not attempt 
to guess when a “ major reduction" 
of the tax load mighi be possible. 
However, it noted a tendency to 
demand more public .services than 
people are willing to pay for. 
The report was made by the 
Commission on Intergovernmental 
Relations, a group first proposed 
by President Eisenhower and then 
created by Congress in 1953. 
Overlapping and Duplication 
The combination of federal, state, 
and local taxes now takes more 
than 27 per cent of ihe total na 
tional income 
more than $1 out of 
every S4 earned. 
The commission filed with Prose 
dent Eisenhower a 90,000-word re­ 
port on tho whole field of inter­ 
governmental relations — overlap 
ping and duplicating federal-state- 
local activities as well as taxes. 
The commission is entirely sepa­ 
rate from the Hoover commission 
which has been making a series of 
reports on purely federal functions 
— recommending changes which it 
estimated would save the taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
year. 
One of the principal .subjects 
tackled bv the commission was the 
question of whether the federal 
government has too much central­ 
ized power. 
The commission decided that the 
federal government has far more 
authority than it needs for ordinary 
use. 
It put a lot of blame on state 
and local governments for failure 
to meet their own responsibilities 
or keep step with changing social 
and economic conditions. 
Report Favors Decentralization 
Decentralization was the keynote 
of tho commission’s proposals. 
It 
listed a “ proper division of civie 
responsibilities" along the lines oft­ 
en expressed by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
It was: 
I 
“Leave to pm ate initiative 
all the functions that citizens can 
perform privately. 
2. “ Esc the level of government 
closest to the community for all 
public functions it can handle. 
3. “ Utilize cooperative intergov­ 
ernmental arrangements where ap 
propriate to attain economical per­ 
formance and popular approval 
4 “ Reserve national action for 
residual participation where state 
and local governments ere not fully 
adequate, and for the continuing 
responsibilities that only the na­ 
tional government can undertake " 
In o t h e r words, government 
shouldn't do anything for people 
which they can do for themselves. 
And, if help is needed, the federal 
government shouldn’t step in un 
less tho problem i.s too big for the 
state and local units.

any security

He made the state­ 
ment when asked about the Soviet 
concept for a European .security 
system. 
“ Harmonizing” of Nations 


Dulles said the Soviets had made 
their position on such a system 
clear at the Berlin conference last 
year when they called for liquida­ 
tion of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and creation of a sin­ 
gle security system. 
Dulles said 
that was completely unacceptable 
to the Western powers, 
Dulles did say it would be a for­ 
ward step if it were feasible to 


apply to the Eastern bloc a system 
of armaments controls such as the 
West adopted in the Western Euro­ 
pean Union. 
He said the Soviet Union seems 
to have lost interest in the unifica­ 
tion of Germany. He said that un­ 
less the Russians are prepared lo 
discuss problems such as German 
unification, doubt will be cast upon 
the sincerity of Soviet desires to 
eliminate tensions. 
Dulles also said the United States 
is willing to talk directly to Red 
China on certain matters. But the 
United States will not deal with 
matters affecting the interests of 
Nationalist China behind her bock. 
Dulles opened his news confer­ 
ence with a volunteered statement 
about his week s activities at the 
United Nations birthday session in 
San Francisco. He said he had an 
opportunity to talk with many of 
the foreign ministers and that the 
session served the purpose of pro 
riding a place for “ harmonizing’’ 
actions of nations
